Fastest Reptile in Town 


1.5 million brings Tory Turtle up to speed

Remember that story about 
the turtle and the hare, with the 
moral about slow and steady win- 
ning the race? Well, slowly but 
surely, the U of A's Turtle under- 
went some much-needed renova- 
tions. 

This summer the Henry 
Marshall Lecture Theatre, affec- 
tionately known as the “Turtle” 
by staff and students at the uni- 
versity underwent a complete 
facelift and technological up- 
grade. 

Ernie Ingles, U of A associate 
vice-president learning systems 
says “in fall term 1.5 million stu- 
dent hours happen in the Turtle. 
It’s a fairly major teaching venue... 
it made a lot of sense for our own 
student needs.” 

The new digital multi-media 
system currently in place in the 
lecture theatres is a far cry from 
the blackboards that were origi- 
nally installed more than 30 years 
ago. 

Funding for the renovation 
was supplied both by the 
University and by _ the 
Infrastructure Renewal Envelope, 
and the total cost came to $1.5 
million.

Ingles, “are equipped to handle 
almost any instructional technol- 
ogy that anyone wants to throw at

All four theatres now have 
new seats and brand new lighting 
systems. Other changes include 
the upgrading of air exchanges 
and ventilation systems. 

One of the major problems in 
the old Turtle was the poor acous- 
tics. “We had acoustical engineers 
do the new acoustic panels. The — 
idea was to absorb some of the 
sound,” said Ingles. 

Some of the new technology 
located within the walls of the 
new Turtle include laser CD 
players, satellite downlinks, 
wireless microphones, colour 
touch panel controls, campus 
internet connections, laptop 
connection for instructors, high 
resolution colour/ data slide pro- 
jector, and multi-media comput- 
ers with CD-ROM. 

Students' Union vp academic 
Sheamus Murphy is very excited 
about the changes in the Turtle. 
“There’s a whole ton of things 
that you can do but it’s going tg 
require a totally new approac 
course planning. It’s a par 
shift.”

Ingles hopes to present a plan to 
that effect to the University 
within the next six months.

Big bucks 
for buildings 


U OF A TO GET $9.5 MILLION 
FOR UPGRADES OVER 3 YEARS

For all you students freezing limbs off 
in classes during the winter, this is good 
news. Over the next three years, $35 million 
will be poured into an infrastructure 
renewal program for post-secondary insti- 
tutions. 

For 1997-98, the first fiscal year of this 
investment, the U of A has received 9.5 
million dollars. “Infrastructure renewal has 
been a priority for some time,” said Minis- 
ter of Advanced Education and Career De- 
velopment Clint Dunford, adding that the 
funds available for 97-98 far exceed those 
for the 1996-97 year. 

Dunford’s assertion is that these funds 
will help Alberta post-secondary facilities 
remain “in.a condition that makes them 
competitive with any jurisdiction in North 
America.” 

Most of the money will go towards the 
campus’ most urgent functional problems 
and maintenance of buildings on campus. 
Having served students since 1908, the U of 
A is one of the oldest universities in the 
country, and there are buildings on its 
campus which were built before World War 
one. This partly explains why the U of A got 
the biggest portion of the $35 million allo- 
cated to Alberta’s post-secondary cause: the 
second most needy institution, the Univer- 
sity of Calgary, received $2.5 million. 

“The U of C is much more modern than 
the U of A,” said U of A Physical Plant Di- 
rector G.A. Bulat. “Its campus is also quite 
a bit smaller,” he added, which is another 
reason that the U of A got such a large por- 
tion of the funds. The University of Alberta 
has the third largest campus in Canada, 
smaller only than the University of Toronto 
and the University of British Columbia. 

Bulat cited the older buildings on cam- 
pus as needing the most attention: mechani- 
cal and electrical aspects of their structure 
need more maintenance than they are cur- 
rently receiving. There are problems with 
the roofing and windows of some of these 
buildings, and “the elevators are of particu- 
lar concern,” Bulat said. There are also 
esthetic concerns, like the walls and interi- 
ors of buildings. 

The building in sorest need of repair is 
Dentistry-Pharmacy, according to Bulat. 
“It’s a science-oriented facility,” he said, and 
for that reason, there could be more dire con- 
sequences for structural and functional de- 
fects. Some problems include fume hoods, 
plumbing, piping and air conditioning. 

For health, safety code and capital asset 
reasons, the 9.5 million dollars is sorely 
needed and, Bulat worries, wilh not be 
enough. 

“Of course it’s not enough,” said Bulat. 
“There’s not enough money to go around. 
But we're going to concentrate on the most 
serious jobs, and because this is a three-year 
program, certainly we’ll qualify for more 
next year.” 

Those concerned about the effect that 


these repairs will have on student and cam- 
pus life will be relieved to know that the jobs 
are going to be very carefully timed. “Stu- 
dents won’t notice what's going on,” said 
Bulat. “This is a big campus, and generally 
we do as much as work as we can during 
the students’ breaks, like summer, Christ- 
mas, and Reading Week.” 

Bulat reminds students that this is only 
the first year in a three-year program, and 
there is more to come. 

“There are a lot of backlog projects ‘in 
the hopper,’ so to speak,” he said. “This is 
only the tip of the iceberg.”

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SIMON SAYS: TUITION HIKES SUCK! 


Upon recently returning to 
Canada after some time abroad, I 
was filled with optimism about the 
future—both my own and that of 
‘society’s. I had had enough of the 
Generation X “I hate myself and 
want to die” attitude. I thought the 


music was ready and the party was 
about to start. 

And then I came back to 
school. 

I know that the following topic 
is a long-dead horse, but appar- 
ently the powers that be in this 
country just haven't learned, and 
until that obscure “They” figure it 
out, well, I’ll just keep on raving. 

Ina nutshell, students are pay- 
ing too much money for their edu- 
cation—an education which is an 
investment in their own futures 
and the future of our society. 

This year I'll be paying $3400 
to learn. Just two years ago it was 
$2600. Considering that the Uni- 
versity of Alberta has the third 
highest tuition hike in the country 
this year, it’s probably only going 
to get higher. Although Premier 


Ralph Klein has continually said 
that the total tuition collected by 
any university can not exceed 30 
per cent of the school’s total oper- 
ating costs, even this number may 
prove flexible. Brand new Ad- 
vanced Education Minister Clint 
Dunford has been quoted in the 
Hansard of the Legislative Assem- 
bly as saying, “We won't let it go 
over’40.” Hey, man, they could 
turn this slumber party into a 
house-wreckin’ bash and jack it all 
the way up to 100 per cent of oper- 
ating costs! Wouldn’t that be a 
blast? 

Although it’s important to ar- 
gue against the rising tuition costs, 
it’s been done before. Equally im- 
portant is to motivate the student 
population of this province to do 
something about it. 


Your student leaders will 
surely be engaging in “mutually 
satisfying dialogues” with the “in- 
volved parties” on the “students’ 
behalf.” They’ve been doing that 
for years and little has resulted. 

People around the world have 
recognized the importance of fur- 
ther education and that there 
should exist as few barriers to it as 
possible. During my time in Ger- 
many I witnessed over 5000 stu- 
dents march on the capital of the 
province of Hessen to protest the 
principle of tuition fees. Not “less 
increases” and not “more consul- 
tation” but “no tuition fees”. 

Did it work? Although discus- 
sions are in the works about intro- 
ducing fees, the German govern- 
ment is still hesitating —images of 
marching students in every major 


city is probably a pretty big factor 
in their minds. 

This province and its students 
is far too passive. No matter how 
beautiful the scene would be to me, 
I cannot imagine 5000 students 
marching on the Legislature de- 
manding action. 

Advanced Education is a right 
that belongs to every person, re- 
gardless of financial status. In a 
capitalist economy, it is one of the 
best and surest ways for people to 
improve their lives and financial 
situations and it shouldn't be de- 
nied to anyone, at any time. 

It is time for students to real- 
ize that they deserve this education 
and to take action against a gov- 
ernment that seems intent on con- 
vincing them otherwise. 


I have often wondered at the 
marvel that is public transporta- 
tion. Having spent over three years 
riding the: bus, five days a week, 
two stinking hours a day, I feel that 
Thold some insight into the whole 
realm. I’ve been yelled at by a girl

As an example, there is the re- 
cent controversy over gay foster 
parents. The provincial govern- 
ment’s decision to deny gay appli- 
cants the right to become foster

parents reeks of discrimination. 
Social Services Minister Lyle 
Oberg’s argument—that gay foster 
parents are victims of discrimina- 
tion and therefore unsuitable— 
seems insultingly tautological. It 
also overlooks the fact that gays are 
not the only Albertans who face 
discrimination or bigotry on a 
daily basis. Does Oberg intend to 
deny fostering rights to blacks? 
Jews? Orientals? How about 
women? Are the only suitable fos- 
ter parents in Alberta white, male, 
Christian heterosexuals? What a 
cultural coup d’etat that would be! 
And what lucky foster children, to 
be completely 
sheltered from 
discrimination. 
They'll be all 
ready for Real 
Life in Alberta 
then, won’t 
they! 

The fact is, 
Oberg’s fatuous 
argument con- 
ceals a long- 
standing and 
fundamentally 
motiveless form 
of discrimination. The provincial 
government rejects homosexuals 
as foster parents for the same irra- 
tional reasons that gays have been 
feared and ostracized for centuries. 
Attempts at rationalizing this fear 
break down rapidly. Biblical justi- 


fications tend not to hold up un- _ 


der scrunity, since, after all the Bi- 
ble is just as harsh on heterosexuals 
who copulate during menstruation

as it is on homosexuals. The argu- 
ment of natural law—that is, St. 
Thomas Aquinas’ assertion that it 
is “moral” for all beings to behave 
according to their own natures— 
scarcely holds water, since even the 
Catholic Church has put forth the 
opinion that homosexuality is an 
inborn (and therefore natural) phe- 
nomenon. And the seasoned argu- 
ment that gays disrupt the West- 
ern family structure has yet to be 
substantiated in any form, psycho- 
logical or demographic. 

No, we just don’t like “em, us 
here in Alberta. They do funny 
things together, and, besides, what 


do they want with our children, 
anyway? That's the Albertan take 
on that particular minority: xeno- 
phobia, suspicion, malice bred 
from ignorance. And, as I said, the 
government operates with the con- 
fidence of support from the general 
public. Its tacit acts of discrimina- 
tion continue unprotested by the 
majority of Albertans—discrimina- 
tion against the infirm, against the 


underprivileged, against youth in 
need of education and seniors in 
need of support. Lack of commis- 
eration is more than an obstacle to 
be overcome: it is a way of life. 

So, believe I’ll head for the 
exit door. I’m not an activist, and 
at this rate, I don’t have any confi- 
dence that anything I can do would 
change the situation. Better to get 
the hell out of Dodge and hope that 
it blows over quickly. 

Why doI think I'll find the cli- 
mate any better anywhere else? 
After all, ’ve lived in Edmonton 
my whole life. I may be dreaming 
of Oz instead of looking for a genu- 
ine alternative; maybe human na- 
ture is just too hardhearted. 

Well, maybe. But using the 
same example as before provides 
a glimpse of the Emerald City in 
the distance. Eight out of 10 Cana- 
dian provinces have laws against 
discrimination based on sexual ori- 
entation. That means that any- 
where in Canada, outside of Al- 
berta and P-E.I., Lyle Oberg’s policy 
on foster parenting would be ille- 
gal. That has to say something. 

So all I ask, as I duck out, is that 
Albertans prove my gloomy fore- 
casts wrong. I challenge you. I dare 
you. Make me wish I could live in 
a place as accepting and tolerant 
as Alberta. Make me yearn to re- 
turn. And do it soon, for your own 
sakes—because if you decide to 
follow me out in ten years’ time, 
you might just find them checking 
sexual orientations at the border. 
Or worse.

POP ROCK AND PROUD OF IT

or most people under the age of 
thirty, the numbers 54.40 bring to 
mind the band which is among 
Canada’s most successful pop 
rockers. But few people, other 
than hard-core 54.40 fans, know that the 
band’s name is highly charged with politi- 
cal associations. 

Although drummer Matt Johnson can- 
didly admits that the band doesn’t habitu- 
ally adopt a highly political stance, he po- 
litely obliges in explaining the history be- 
hind the band’s name. It is a story which 
seems very well-rehearsed; it is, after all, the 
answer to a frequently asked, but crucial 
question. 

In brief, the name 54.40 came from an 
American presidential campaign slogan 
used by James Polk in the 1800s. Polk wanted 
to expand the territories of the U.S. into 
Canada, all the way up to the 54th degree 
and the 40th minute. He ran in the election 
and won, firmly proclaiming, “54.40 or 
fight!” 

Polk spoke of American territorial ex- 
pansionism, yet in the current age of Ameri- 
can cultural imperialism, the numbers 54.40 still 
have a haunting presence. But Johnson calmly 
downplays the political associations. “Not 
every kind of song can have some kind of po- 
litical slant to it ... It’s one facet of what we're 
about, but by no means can you paint the 
[whole] canvas with that particular color.” 

He explains that 54.40’s musicisn’t always 
politically rooted, but that musicis intrinsically 
rooted spiritually. “Music crosses boundaries. 
Language doesn’t hold it back. It seems to per- 
meate through different cultures and it’s some- 
thing that humans seem to have in common. 
It’s kind of a spiritual release ... listening to 
music and to watch it being performed ... It’s 
one of the common denominators that ties us 
together, whether we're black, white, man, 
woman, or whatever.” 

54.40’s latest album, provocatively 
named Sound of Truth, is a compilation of

songs which trace the band's evolution from 
its early beginnings. “We just thought it would be 
nice ... for some of the fans to get an idea of where 
the band came from,” he says. 

The album has some surprises for listeners 
only familiar with 54.40’s current murky, heavily 
guitar driven songs. Earlier songs from the eight- 
ies have a new-wave feel, which seems a little for- 
eign for newer 54.40 fans unacquainted with the 
older albums within the bands fifteen-year his- 
tory. Sound of Truth is somewhat of a testament of 
the band’s willingness to experiment with differ- 
ent sounds. 

Johnson says the members of the band do not 
consider themselves to be “rock stylists,” but 
“songwriters.” “Whetherit’s a country-influenced 
song or a rock-influenced song, rock influenced 


song ... or an R&B-influenced song, we’re not 
afraid to kind of let that come out asa 54.40 song. 
I guess that’s how we've ... evolved over the 
last decade or so,” he says.

While Johnson and the other members of 
54.40 have always maintained that the band’s 
approach to songwriting is very experimental, 


they are seen more as a pop band by public per- 
ception. However, Johnson explains that the 
band is very comfortable with being viewed as 
a“ four-person pop-rock band.” In fact, Johnson 
claims that accepting their status as a mainstream 
pop-rock band actually shows the band’s resil- 
ience and ability to adapt or withstand chang- 
ing musical climates. 

“We seem to have transcended most of 
the so-called musical explosions in the last fif- 
teen years—whether it be the new wave scene 
in the early eighties, to the Manchester scene 
in the late eighties, to the Seattle rock explo- 
sion in the late eighties and early nineties. 
We're still around, so there’s something time- 
less about being considered a pop rock band 
... We prefer that.” 


Horror on a Haunted Spaceship

There’s nothing like a freaky movie to 
make you scared to go to sleep at night. Al- 
though you may initially deem the movie 
to be a science-fiction film, there's no doubt 
about it: Event Horizon is a horror movie. 

Event Horizon is actually the name of a 
spaceship whose mission was to explore the 
outer regions of our solar system, but that’s 
not the whole truth. The ship was actually a 
top secret experiment to see if space can be 
bent so that space travel would be as easy as 
driving to the nearest convenience store. The 
journey started in the year 2040, but for some 
unknown reason the ship disappeared near 
Neptune without a trace. 

Seven years later, however, a shocking 
message from the Event Horizon is sent back 
to Earth. Consequently, Dr. Weir (Sam Neil), 


the brains behind the secretive experiment, is 
sent out and brings along a reluctant rescue 
team to unravel the mystery. 

Played perfectly by Laurence Fishburne, 
Captain Miller is the solemn, hard-nosed leader 
of the search crew. When they finally reach the 
Event Horizon, the team discovers that the ship 
has no survivors. They end up with more ques- 
tions than answers. 

Quickly, Miller and the rest of the crew 
start getting frightening hallucinations. These 
images, however, seem all too real. Soon after, 
the captain declares the Event Horizon to be 
haunted and aborts the mission. Departing 
from the ship, however, is much more difficult 
than they expect. There is not one moment in 
this movie when you get bored. If you’re not 
gripping your seat in fright, you’re totally in- 
trigued by the discovered clues that may lead 
to the source of all the madness. 

Weir, a troubled, but brilliant scientist ea- 
ger to see his project again. Neil and Fishburne 
are supported by a great company of actors, 
including Russell Crowe (Virtuosity,) Joely 
Richardson, Kathleen Quinlan, Jack 
Noseworthy, and Richard T. Jones, who did a 


fantastic job playing the memorable outspo- 
ken, easy-going Cooper—the one who takes 
care of anything that goes wrong. 

The best part of the movie was that di- 
rector Paul Anderson made sure that the spe- 
cial effects were not the focus of the flick— 
unlike other forgettable films like Twister and 
Spawn. Effects in Event Horizon were only 
supposed to give the movie more verisimili- 
tude. 

This movie is also loud. At least, it seems 
to be ear-piercing whenever something 
jumps onto the screen. Event Horizon will 
freak you out because, if you're a horror fan 
like I am, you'll notice that classic scary tech- 
niques were used throughout the movie. You 
have the mysterious noises, the blood dripping, 
the drop-dead silence, and so on. Even when 
you know something is going to happen, you 
can’t help but cringe and reconsider putting 
your hands over your eyes.

Oasis front man Noel Gallagher once 
said that his first album, Definitely Maybe was 
about dreaming of being a rock star, and his 
second album, (What's The Story) Morning 
Glory , was about actually being a rock star. 
One is left to wonder, then, what allegory 
Gallagher will dream up to describe his lat- 
est effort—the 12 song, 72 minute long Be 
Here Now. A logical extension would be that 
itis about waking up hung over and bloated 
in a hotel room a continent away from home 
to the sound of a thousand screeching fans, 
and realizing that being a rock star isn’t all 
it’s cut out to be. 

In comparison to the hugely popular 
Morning Glory, Oasis’s latest release is some- 
what more moody and perhaps more finely 
polished. Be Here Now evidences a growth 
in Gallagher’s craftmanship—in both 
song-writing and production—which, 
while not as great as that between 
Definitelt Maybe and Morning Glory, 
is rather substantial. 

The biggest knock on this al- 
bum is that it comes off as some- 
what... familiar. Fans of Oasis will 
undoubtedly love it and critics will 
just as undoubtedly despise it, as it 
is perhaps even more characteristically 
Oasis than any album before. The drawn- 
out and whiny guitars and the equally 
drawn-out and whiny vocals of Liam 
Gallagher are as present and recognizable 
now as they have ever been, if not more 
so. ; 

If one is inclined to like Oasis, then he 
or she should definitely check out Be Here 
Now, as it comprises a progressive and full 
sounding body of work by Gallagher.

Tangier Banger 
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PERVERTED

First-time director Susan Streitfeld makes 
a fairly interesting exploration of women, sex, 
and_power in Female Perversions. Based on 
Louise J. Kaplan’s novel Female Perversions: 
The Temptations of Emmy Bovary, the film ques- 
tions what modern society typically thinks of 
as sexually perverted, and what we system- 
atically overlook. 

The film is erotic, visually intriguing, and 
often thought provoking, but its weakness is 
in trying to bring together too many issues 
relating to gender and sexuality with too few 
tie-ins. Within the span of one hour and fifty- 
nine minutes, the film tries to address issues 
involving female body image, women in the 
work place, Freudian theory, bisexualism, 
kinky sex, and kleptomania. Although 
Streitfeld makes a noble attempt to cover all 
this ground, sometimes her efforts to address 
so many complex issues is just a little too am- 
bitious. 

Tilda Swinton plays a drop-dead gor- 
geous but highly neurotic top attorney named 
Evelyn, who is on the verge of appointment 
as a judge. Although she thinks of herself as 
an utter fraud, she cannot stop herself from 
using a carefully engineered Barbie-doll im- 
age as a tool for power. She is not a woman 
who sleeps her way to the top, but a femme- 
fatale who is aware that high heels, short skirts 
and low cleavage lines help her get noticed 
in a male-chauvinistic workplace. 

Perversions in this film do not involve 
actual sexual intercourse as much as manipu- 
lations of gender roles. Make no mistake— 
there is a lot of sex in this movie, but Streitfeld 
is more interested in showing how conven- 
tional notions of “womanhood” area lot more 


arbitrary, and even artificial, than we think. 
Asa beautiful transsexual character in the film 
explains, femininity isn’t something that 
comes naturally—“ you've got to work at it.” 

While Evelyn’s usual sexual targets are 
heterosexual men, she feels that her closeted 
lesbian affair with a beautiful young psychia- 
trist (Karen Sillas) is just as, if not more, satis- 
fying. In the context of the film, the reasons 
why Evelyn seems to find her lesbian affair 
more satisfying is not really explored. 

Not surprisingly, Evelyn finds herself 
both confused and empowered by her sexu- 
ality. She becomes annoyed by unwanted 
sexual attention, but claims that she wanted 
to be ajudge all her life so that she could wear 
“an all-black robe with nothing underneath.” 

Scenes depicting Evelyn’s paranoid de- 
lusions and nightmares are truly creepy. But 
at the same time, while Streitfeld’s abstract 
scenes may score their points for artistic merit, 
they often look like she tries too hard to make 
the film as Freudian as possible. This can be a 
bit tiresome at times. A subplot involving 
Evelyn’s butchy kleptomaniac sister Madelyn 
(Amy Madigan) provides some contrast to 
Evelyn’s character, yet the film’s obligatory 
exploration of their shady family history gets 
pretty beat-you-over-the head Freudian. 
There’s not really any room for subtlety in a 
recurring scene where an adolescent Evelyn 
tries to seduce her father. 

Swinton’s performance in Female Perver- 
sions is quite captivating, but in this film, her 
character is nowhere near as interesting as her 
previous roles in other films. She played the 
principle role in Orlando, based on Virginia 
Woolf’s novel, and in Derek Jarman’s critically 
acclaimed adaptation of Christopher 
Marlowe's Edward II. All three films show 
Swinton’s interest and commitmentin explor- 
ing issues of gender and sexuality. 

If you have the patience for a lot of Freud, 
you will probably enjoy this film. For the rest of 
you, Female Perversions offers much food for 
thought, but doesn’t make digestion very easy.

Today, this would be a pretty unlikely 
scenario, considering that Hiatt is a two- 
time Grammy Award nominee and the win- 
ner of the Nashville Music Award earlier 
this year.

He now thinks back on them as either ex- 
periences of a rather hellish nature, or as 
“character building gigs.” 

Other shows from hell which Hiatt 
mentions include a rainy outdoor gig in 
Italy on an uncovered outdoor stage. “It was 
pouring so hard that our amps were float- 
ing away!” he remarked. 

Although Hiatt now plays usually be- 
fore large audiences, he adds that he still 
enjoys playing “cracker box” gigs in smaller 
night-clubs with only about five-hundred 
people. 

When touring gets tiresome, Hiatt says 
he writes songs “to stave off boredom while 
being on the road.” In the writing process, 
Hiatt specifies that “solitude is critical.” He 
considers his approach to be pretty stream- 
of-consciousness, but explains that his 
songwriting has “gotten more organic” over 
the years. By “organic,” Hiatt says he means 
that songwriting is “like its own reward.” 

This month, Hiatt will be embarking on 
a European tour. Sadly, it doesn’t look like 
he’ll be swinging by the SUB Food Court 
any time soon, or ever.

Golden Bear Trevor Jones finally returns to the court

The last time Trevor Jones 
played volleyball for the University 
of Alberta, he was one of the kids 
on the team. 

Now he’s a senior citizen 
compared to a lot of the guys on 
the court with him. 

Jones is making his return to 
the Golden Bears volleyball team 
this week after a one year absence. 
Jones missed all of last season after 
tearing his anterior cruciate 
ligament at a training camp 
for the Canadian national B 
team. 

Jones has spent the last 
twelve months working on 
his knee through 
physiotherapy and strength 
training, under the 
guidance of staffers from 
the Glen Sather Sports 
Medicine Clinic in the Van 
Vliet Centre. 

He is making his return 
despite the fact that, 
according to doctors, it may 
be another year before the 
injured knee is operating at 
one hundred per cent. 

Jones, in his fourth year 
of eligibility, comes back to 
a team with only five familiar faces 
on the roster. 

“Twas one of the younger guys. 
From what I saw, we've made a big 
change from when I last played. We 
had a lot of guys graduate and now 
that is happening again, soit’s kind 
of twice the culture shock,” said 
Jones. 

Coming off a championship 
year, the Golden Bears look like 


they know how to balance youth 
and experience. Led by older 
players like Jones, the younger 
players, many of whom have been 
around the Bears organization for 
years, are set to make their mark 
on the CIAU. 

“I think the turnover is good. I 
don’t think the youth is really going 
to hurt us, I think it’s going to help 
us in a lot of ways,” said Jones. 

The Golden Bears will have a 


chance to find out exactly how the 
youth movement will affect them, 
as training camp begins along with 
school on September 4. Cuts to the 
roster will likely come in the second 
week of camp. 

Depending on the number of 
players who show up to try out for 
each position, Jones anticipates a 
possible move to right side, from 
his usual middle position. 


The year away from the court 
didn’t offer much opportunity for 
rest, as Jones was kept busy with 
both school and running his own 
business. 

Three years ago, Jones decided 
he wanted to try designing his own 
t-shirts, an appropriate venture for 
a business major. Jones’ company, 
Rising High, is still around and 
business is booming. 

“It’s going pretty good. I just
